Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to dislose and/or make obvious a milling cutter comprising a cutter body, a cutter 
holder, a cutting insert and a locking screw; wherein the cutter holder has a first side 
formed with an elastic clamp having a first end formed with an elongated slit, a mediate 
portion formed with an elongated arcurate protruding clamping jaw and a second end 
formed with a depression formed with a clamping face..
